ANNEXATION IS. POSSIBLE. 


Washington, D. C., July 30.—[Special.]— 
President McKinley's plan for the govern- 
ment of Cuba is embraced in the follow- 
ing: 

A Civil Governor for the Island of Cuba 
who will be vested with the veto power. 

Legislative bodies composed entirely of 
natives, thefr enactments to be subject to 
the approval of the Governor. 

Military occupation of Cuba by the forces 
of this government to be reduced to a mini- 


mum. 


All municipal offices, including the post- . 


offices and customs bureaus, to be filled by 
natives. 

The appointment of a Chief Justice to 
whom appeals can be made. 

The Governor and Chief Justice to virtual- 
ly constitute a de facto government. 
* The status of Cuba to be precisely iden- 
tical with that of a Territory after Con- 
gress has passed an enabling act admitting 
-guch Territory to Statehood, pending the 
submitting of the constitution to the people. 


Maintains Home Rule Principle. 

This form of military and civil government 
as evolved by President McKinley partakes 
etrongly of home rule. All suggestions to 
Congress for necessary legislation to carry 
out this scheme have been practically de- 
termined upon and they will be outlined in 
the President's message to Congress, unless 
a change in conditions should make it neces- 
gary to modify the plan. 

In addition to authority from Congress 
for the appointment of a Civil Governor and 
the head of the judicial sfstem nothing will 
be necessary to, continue the indefinite oc- 
cupation of Cuba, but permission to make 
needful tariff regulations. Under existing 
laws the President is empowered to make 
tariff concessions and to negotiate reciproci- 
ty treaties with recognized powers, and it is 
ved this authority can be exercised in 


of Cuba. With minor legislation 


_. the President can adjust the trade relations 


between Cuba and the United States on a 
satisfactory basis, thus leaving nothing more 


to be desired in the way of a simple and | 


elastic form of government. 

If Congress authorizes this scheme to be 
carried out officials of the administration say 
it can be continued for months or years, or in 
fact until the Cubans have proven them- 
selves capable of self-government, as con- 
templated by the resolutions of Congress by 
which this government is pledged to turn the 
government over to the Cubans. 

Officials who are thoroughly familiar with 
the conditions in Cuba do not believe it 
will be safe to withdraw the military forces 
for some time to come, but they wish to give 
the Cuban people renewed evidences of good 
faith on the part of this government and at 
the same time an opportunity to demonstrate 
their ability to govern themselves. 

Need of Militery Ocupation. 

The property-owning Cubans, who are 
Made up of the most intelligent classes, will 
be entirely satisfied if this government 
should never withdraw from Cuba. It is 
feared by them that the hatred of the Cu- 
bans for the Spaniards will make trouble 

and probably cause a civil war as soon as 

_ the military forces of this government are 
withdrawn. Therefore they prefer to have 
the turning over of the government post- 
poned as long as possible. Administration 
officials take the same viéw of the matter. 

There are many other reasons why the 
substantial Cubans and those who will be 
held responsible for the future of the island 
would delay for a reasonable time the with- 
drawal of the forces of this government 
from Cuba. Among these is the desire to 
see Cuba recover from the devastation 
which the war has wrought. As long as 
the military forces of this government re- 
main in Cuba the island will be assured of 
@ stable government. The natives will be 
furnished with seeds, agricultural imple- 
ments, and other means with which to earn 
their livelihood. Public works will be con- 
structed, and there will be such a general 
improvement in the condition of the island 
that the confidence of the people in this 
government will become strong. 


Demand for Annexation Probable. 
t is believed there will be a )

are already apparent. It is not with a view 
to developing this sentiment, however that 
the President has evolved this plan but 
with a view to.the welfare of Cuba. 
Conditions in Cuba are likely to develop 
so slowly that it may be necessary to let 
the subject of a government go over until 
the secorid session of the Fifty-sixth Con- 
gress, which will be after the next Presj- 
dential election. It is believed by that time 
it will be safe to withdraw the American

YELLOW JACK AMERICA 


TEN DEATHS AT SOLDIERS’ HOME 
NEAR HAMPTON, VA. 


Disease Developing for Several Days 
Before Being Properly Diagnosed, 
and Altogether Thirty Cases Exist— 
Experts Arrive from “Washington 
and Confirm Suspicion of Home Of-. 
cials—4,000 Men Exposed—Quaran- 
tine Rigidly Established.

Newport News, Va., July 30.—[Special.]— 
There are thirty well developed cases of | 
yellow fever in the National Soldiers’ 
Home, situated midway between here. and 
‘Old Point Comfort. There have been t&2 
deaths, seven yesterday and three today. 
The disease is spreading rapidly. 

It was not definitely known till today 
that the fatal disease was yellow fever. 
Dr. Pettus, the quarantine officer stationed 
at Fortress Monroe, has insisted for several 
days that the malady was yellow jack, but 
it was not finally diagnosed as such till 
today, when experts arrived from Washing- 
ton. These doctors, after careful study, 
pronounced the disease yellow fever. 

Every precaution is being taken to pre- 
vent a‘further spread of the - contagion. 
Quarantine regulations are being rigidly en- 
forced. 

Governor Tyler has been notified of the 
existence of the disease, and has wired that 
stringent regulations will be adopted every- 
where on the coast and around’the Soldiers’

Nearly 4,000 Men at the Home. - 

There are nearly 4,000 old soldiers at the 
home who hail from all parts of the union. 
Their lives are in jeopardy. 

It is probable that the Josiah Simpson Hos- 
pital, which was built.during the Spanish- 
American war, will be used for the treat- 
ment of yellow fever patients. 

As yet, it is not definitely known how the 
contagion was carried to the Soldiers’ Home. 
Colonel Woodfin, the Governor, and the phy- 
sicians are of the opinion that it was brought 
there by a soldier who arrived recently from 
Cuba. 

Great excitement prevails in this section 
and business will be seriously affected. Itis 
_ Probable that there will be an exodus of 
people from this city to the mountains to- 
morrow. 


Confirmation Causes Alarm. 


The confirmation of the rumors which 
have been in circulation has caused excite- 
ment and alarm here, in Hampton, Phebus, 
Old Point Comfort, Norfolk, and at other 
points in the State. 

The man who is thought to have brought 
the disease to the home came from Sabine 
Pass, but this is not determined. 

It is believed by some that the plague was 
brceught here by sailors hailing from south- 
ern points. : 

The United States Marine Hospital service 
has taken charge of the home. All elec- 
tric cars now stop at Phebus, and no one 
is allowed to enter Old Point.

Triest, July 30.—Since his arrival here 
Admiral Dewey has received all the news- 
paper correspondents who called, including 
those of many European papers. Certain 
European correspondents, misunderstanding 
American democracy, mistook the Admiral’s 
kindness for carelessness and with only @ 
word or two of casual conversation, or with 
no framework of fact at all, built elaborate 
fabric of imagination. 

Admiral Dewey treats all these fabrica- 
tions with silent contempt. He has-not ina 
year denied a single statement imputed to 
him or a story told about him. One corre- 
spondent, relying upon the Admiral’s rule, 
capped the climax of falsehood. The Ad- 
miral’s patience is about exhausted. 

In Manila several American correspond- 
ents were constantly received on the flag- 
ship, and to them the Admiral often spoke 
freely and with candor, but never without 
reserve. 


Admiral Dewey Misquot 

He has often spoken of our German rela- 
tions, but never anything remotely like the 
opinions attributed to him in this interview. 
He is always diplomatic.

CASUALTY IN SAGINAW BAY. 


Tug Grace A. Ruelle of Detroit Founders 
and Captain Jule LeMay Is 


Harbor Beach, Mich., July 30.—[Special. ]— 
The tug Grace A. Ruelle of Detroit foun- 
dered in Saginaw Bay last night. In the at- 
tempt to reach shore Captain Jule LeMay, 
the master, was drowned. The engineer, 
Fred Sayre, the only other member of the 
crew, was rescued by the steamer Rust. 

The tug Ruelle is a small craft, rating but 
thirteen gross and six net tons, and being 
thirty-nine feet long. Captain LeMay and 
Engineer Sayre brought it from Detroit 
yesterday, and were to cross Saginaw Bay 
last night. At 11 o’clock the tug foundered, 
although there was no heavy gale prevail- 
ing at the time.

It 
was heid by the auditor that the thirty or 
sixty days’ pay in lieu of a furlough wasa 
gratuity, and if soldiers did not get all of 
their furlough or full pay they could not 
The whole amount 
or nothing must be paid. 
About fifty officers and men of the First 
Illinois Cavalry claim that they are enti- 
tled to from two to thirty days’ pay, as they 
got only part of their leave or none at all, 
because they were ordered to remain in 
camp to care for horses, tentage, and equip- 
ment. Inquiry at the department develops 
the fact that these men:and all others who 
were deprived of leave by orders of their 
superior officers will receive the gratuity 
Yor the whole period. It will be necessary 
for them to make a claim over their sig- 
natures, which must be certified to by two 
witnesses and filed with the auditor for the 
War department. Blanks for this purpose 
will be furnished upon application, but ap- 
plication by letter will answer every pur- 
pose. The claims wil! be adjudicated in the 
order in which they are filed. 


Of the remarkable growth of exportations

It will thus 
be seen the exports of manufactures of iron 
and steel in’1899 were more than double 
those of 1896 and three times as great asthe 
exports of 1894. | 

On the other hand, the imports of the same 
class of goods continue toa fall off, having 
been but $12,098,239 during] 1899, as against 
$25,338,103 in 1896, and $55,544,372 in 1891. 
While the exports of iron and steel have been 
steafily growing the imports have fallen, so 
they are now less than one-half what they 
were in 1896 and about one-fifth of the 
amount in 1891. 

All classes of manufactures of iron and 
steel have shared in the growth of popularity 
abroad, but this is especially true of the 
higher grade, such as steel rails, railway 


' engines, builders’ hardware, and machinery 


of all sorts. In 1899 517 railway locomotives 
have been exported, as against 468 in 1898, 
838 in 1897, 261 in 1896, 252 in 1895, and 142 
in 1894, while the value of exports of loco- 
motives in 1899 was $4,728,748, as against 
$1,028,236 in 1894.. Of the 517 locomotives ex- 
ported 99 went to Russia, 69 to Japan, 61 to 
China, 50 to Mexico, 50 to Canada, 36 to the 
British East Indies, 25 to England, 23 to 
Sweden and Norway, 20 to Brazil, 14 to West 
Indies, and 11 to Africa, :

FIGHT TAMMANY 


LAN TO 


COUNTY DEMOCRACY RESENTS ITs 
CLAIM OF LEADERSHIP: 


Meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Older Organisation Held to 
Discuss the Situation — Called by 
President Powers Ostensibly to Ar- 
range for a Trip to Denver—Mayor’s 
Friendship for Bryan Said to Have 
Double Motive. 


Tammany will not supplant the Cook 
County Democracy as Chicago's greatest 
Democratic organization, without a strug- 
gle, at least not if President John Powers 
and the men who march under Captain 
James H. Farrell's command have any in- 
fluence left. And, judging from the activ- 
ity that has been aroused by reason off an 
emergency call to arms, they will be able 
to give the young tiger a fight for its life. 

When the report went forth that Mayor 

Harrison's political machine had taken Tam- 
many into camp, and would make it the 
dominant power in local Democratic politics, 
every loyal member of the organization that 
long has been the party's stand-by raised 
the war cry. in protest. All declared that 
in a contest for supremacy it would be shown 
that the County Democracy and its famous 
marching club of so many years’ standing 
have not seen their best days. 
At first the report was regarded with grave 
suspicions, but the subsequent announce- 
ment that Mayor Harrison had purchased 
100 tickets to Tammany’'s inaugural picnic, 
to take place at Elliott's Park next Satur- 
day, was "taken as confirmatory evidence 
that immediate action was needed. Accord- 
ingly, late last Saturday President Powers 
passed word down the line to members of 
the Executive committee that a meeting 
would be held at headquarters yesterday 
afternoon. Notwithstanding the fact that 
the club had taken a long summer vacation, 
this sudden call was responded to by nearly 
the ertire committee. 


| Talk of Trip to Denver.

Denver is pro- 
posed as a prize to induce members to 
renew an active interest in the affairs of 
the club and give them something inter- 
esting to do battle for. . 

President Powers was in the chair. He 
had the invitation from Denver Democrats 
to come déut ‘there about the time they 
are holding their State convention revived 
and read. Then the financial secretary, 
Justice Sabath, reported that the treasury 
was full, and the committee decided it would 
be warranted in recommending the large ex- 
penditure incidental to a Western tour of 
the marching club.

| SHOOTS WIFE AND SELF. 


GIOVANNI CHELLINO IS AT THE HOs- 
PITAL AND THE WOMAN DEAD. 


Their Marriage a Few Months Ago the 
Cualmination of a Romance Dating 
from Childhood in Italy — Julius 
Lehman Probably Fatally Wounded 
by W. E. Wiley After a Quarrel Over 
Dice—Joseph Beranek Attempts Sul- 
cide After Domestic Disagreement. 


Giovanni Chellino, an Italian, shot and 
killed his wife, Isabella, and shot himself 
after a quarrel at their residence, 192 For- 
quer street, at 9:30 o'clock yesterday morpn- 
ing. Four shots were fired into the woman’s 
head. The husband then turned the weapon 
on himself, afier walking from the presence 
of the dying woman, and fired one shot into 
his own head. He was taken to the County 
liospital, where the physicians pronounced 
his wuund so severe that he probably could 
not recover. 

The crimne caused intense excitement in the 
Italian colony. No one witnessed the shoot- 
ing, but neighbors said the life of the couple 
nad not been hapny because of Cheilino’s 
Jealousy of his young and pretty wife. 

The shooting occurred soon after the 
couple arose in the morning. Chellino, who 
was employed as a laborer by the Santa Fé 


early on Saturday evening and informed his 


picnic on Sunday. He was in ill-temper 
when he arose, it is said,.and demanded from 
his wife money with which to buy drinks at 
the picnic. She replied that she had none 
and this aroused the anger of Chellino, who 
insisted that she get the cash for him. The 
woman left the house, and, going across the 
street to a saloon conducted by Mrs. Rosie 
Deponio, obtained a loan of $1 and also two 
bottles of beer.

failed to satisfy the angry husband, who 
demanded more money. The woman said 
she could procure no more and a quarre! fol- 
lowed, during which Salvatore Falko, a 
boarder, went into the street. A few min- 
utes later five shots were fired in rapid suc- 
cession. A dozen neighbors rushed into the 
house. Lying on the floor was Mrs. Chellino, 
still alive and vainly trying to speak. A 
physician was called, but she died a few 
minutes later without making a statement. 
The police removed her remains to the 
county morgue. 

Chellino was found lying on his back on 
the kitchen floor. He was unconscious, but 
regained his senses when the police lifted 
him upon a stretcher. He began to struggle 
and kicked one of the policemen. On the 
way to the County Hospital he lost con- 
sciousness. 

Chellino had been in America ten years. 
He was born in Carlopoli, Italy, as was his 
wife. He had known her since she was an 
infant, and when he left th native land 
he promised to send for her> He kept his 
word, and eight months ago Isabella Scalese, 
a pretty, dark-eyed girl of 21 years, arrived 
in Chicago. A week later the marriage cere- 
mony was performed. | 

Makes Wife Borrow of Neighbors. 

Chellino drank heavily, it is said, and con- 
tinually was insisting that his wife provide 
him with money, of which she had none. He 
compelled her tq borrow from the neigh- 
bors. Frequently she had spoken of her 
troubles to her neighbors, and a short time 
before the shooting she told Mrs. Deponio 
that her husband had threatened to do her 
harm. Neighbors spoke highly of the young 
woman. 


Julius Lehman Shot Over Dice. 

As the result of a quarrel following a 
game of dice, Julius Lehman, 600 Blue Island 
avenue, was shot near the heart. Physicians 
at the County Hospital do not expect him 
to recover. Willis E. Wiley is under arrest 
at the Hinman Street Police Station ac- 
cused of the shooting. Lehman and Will- 
‘lam Letterman, 831 West Twenty-first street, 
entered Edward Cullerton’s saloon, 920 
South Ashland avenue, at 7 o’clock in the 
morning and engaged in a game of dice. 
Wiley was in the saloon and joined them. 
Wiley and Lehman quarreled and Letter- 
man left the place. Lehman, witnesses say, 
struck Wiley. Wiley left without retaliat- 
ing, but was followed by Lehman, who 
struck him again. Wiley then drew a re- 
volver and warned Lehman to keep away, 
but he attacked Wiley again. The latter 
then shot. 


Joseph Beranek Attempts Suicide. 


Joseph Beranek, a Bohemian, quarreled 
with his wife at their residence, 779 Allport 
street, shortly before noon, and then shot 
himself. It is said they had a quarrel over 
money matters, and Beranek then went to 
his room and fired two shots into his breast. 
He was taken to the County Hospital, and 
will recover, it is expected. He is 40 years 
old and a laborer. 


LOSING DOWN BRICK WORK. 


Stoppage of Construction Will Begin 
This Morning Under Union and 
Council Supervision. 


The brickmakers and allied trades in the 
Building Trades Council will begin today 
the task of closing down work on all build- 
ings where an attempt is made to use non- 
union brick. The field has already been 
examined thoroughly, and all buildings 
where the supply of bricks is low or already 
practically exhausted have been marked. 
Any attempt at resumption of work on these 
will be met by the prompt ordering out of 
all the men at work. A committee of the 
alliance, with the committee of the business 
agents of the Building Trades Council, will 
attend to this work, and so thoroughly have 
they the situation in hand that it is expected 
they easily will be able to take in practically 
all the buildings in the city before tomorrow 
night. 

Little trouble is expected on any of the 
larger buildings, as all the workmen are 
unfon men, but on some of the smaller 
structures there are non-union men at work 
and it is feared there may be aclash. Strife 
is feared also between the “ regular’’ union 
mep and those who have formed organiza- 
tions independent of the trades affiliated 
with the Building Trades Council. Thus, 
there is an independent organization of 

ricklayers, and the statement is made that 


it is desired to push bricklaying work with 
non-union work. 

No work can be prosecuted, the leaders 
say, on any of the large buildings, for the 
reason that not enough non-union men be- 
longing to the many different trades that are 
required to carry on the work possibly can 
be secured, even if police protection is 
given. 

The forces of organized labor were gath- 
ered in large numbers at Santa Fé Park 
yesterday, where the annual picnic of the 
brieklayers’ union was held. Special trains 
left the@Dearborn Station in the moming, 
carrying thousands, many of whom re- 
mained until late in the evening.

son, g00g or bad, the passes were taken away 
and all officers in plain clothes required to 
pay fare. Consequently the Council passed 


an ordinance requiring the companies to give 


free transportation to all ununiformed offi- 
cers presenting cards signed by the Chief 
of Police. The companies corisider this or- 
dinance invalid. A conductor who refused to 
obey it has been arrested and the question of 
its legality will be settled speedily. Unques- 
tionably the courts will hold that the Coun- 
cil cannot order the traction companies to 
give free transportation to any persons to 


whom those companies have not agreed to: 
_give it. If the Gouncil can make it an 


offense not to let detectives ride free it can 
make it an offense in the case of City Hall 
clerks and other employés. It is hinted that 
if the Chief of Police cannot carry his point 
many of the street-crossing men in the 
down-town district, “‘ whose. duties are to 
keep things moving for the Benefit of street 
car traffic,” will bé taken off. Then the 
people avho use the street cars will be in- 
commoded more than the companies are. 
The former have done nothing wrong and 
should not be punished. The officers ‘are 


on duty at street crossings for the purpose } 


of enabling pedestrians to cross the streets 
and preventing accidents. It would be an 
ill-advised step to take off those officers be- 
cause detectives cannot have free. trans- 
portation. | 


THE SAME NOW. AND FOREVER. 

Mrs. Elizabeth A. Sharp contributes to 
the Independent an extremely interesting 
report upon the work which has been done 
under the auspices of the Egypt Exploration 
fund in excavating the site of Oxyrhynchus, 
the famous Greek towr * Egypt. During 
their explorations the excavators unearthed 
numerous papyri in an excellent state of 
preservation, dating back to the first three 
centuries A. D., and including portions 
of the New Testament and of the Greek 
classics, among the latter being a leaf of 
Sophocles’ “ Edipus Tyrannus,” six cen- 
turies older than the oldest known MSS. 
of the tragedies, fifty-one lines from one of 
Menander’s comedies, and portions of the 
Iliad and Odyssey. | 

Valuable as these finds are, their interest 
is not as great to the world at large as the 
private letters, petitions, law papers, con- 
tracts, wills, ete., which have been found. 
They are singularly like the’same kind of 
documents today. For instance, Syra, the 
daughter of Theon, writes to Heraclides, 
Priest, Chief Justice, and Superintendent 
of Chrematistoe and other courts, as fol- 
lows: 

I married Sarapion, bringing him by cession a 
dowry amounting to 200 drachme of silver. As he 
had no means of his own at all, I received him into 
my parents’ house, and I for my part conducted 
myself blamejessly in all respects. But Sarapion, 
having squandered my dowry as he pleased, was 
constantly ill treating me, and insulting rhe, and 
using violence toward me, and having reduced me 
to penury, he finally deserted me, leaving me in 
a destitute condition. Therefore, I beg you in 
order that he may be compelled perforce to pay 
back my dowry with an addition of half its 
amount. This petition is without prejudice to the 
other claima which I have upon him. 

There were husbands also who had mari- 
tal sorrows in the first century. Witness 
this sad plaint from Tryphon, son of Diony- 
sius, an inhabitant of Oxyrhyncus, to Alex- 
ander, Governor of the Nome: | 


I married Demetrius, daughter of Heraclides, 
and taxed my resources to the utmost tn providing 
for her, but she was dissatisfied with our union, 
and in the end deserted me, carrying off with her 
various articles belonging to me, a list of which 
I give below. I request, therefore, that she be 
summoned to appear before you, in order that 
she may be duly punished, and restore to me my 
property. This petition is without prejudice to 


other claims which I shall have upon her. Fare-

‘Berlin, July 18.—The imperial copyright 
law is to be subjected to a thofough revision 
and codification. The existing law was 
assed in 1870. It no longer corresponds 
with current ideas, with the international 
copyright treaty, or with other legislation 
of the empire. The government has had 


‘a bill drafted, which now is published and 


submitted to general-criticism. It contains 
a number of important changes. ' 


Musical compositions are to enjoy copy- . 


right privileges fifty years after the death 
of the composer, instead of thirty, the rea- 
son given being that such works have only 
limited circulation at best, and that musical 
talent usually has to wait longer than lit- 
erary for remunerative recognition. 
Posthumous works published more than 
thirty years after the author's death, which 
hitherto have enjoyed no protection, are to 
be secured against republication for ten 


ears. 
Americans will be interested especially in 
the provisions giving translations the same 
protection as original works. Foreign au- 
thors may secure protection here by pub- 
lishing in either their own language or in 
German. The law also protects German 
authors against retranslation into German. 
Plays and operas may not be transformed 
into novels without the author's permis- 
sion, nor may playwrights dramatize copy- 
righted stories. Dramatists secure an ad- 
ditional favor. Plays which have not been 
produced yet may not be quoted either in 
whole or in part, nor may the plot be com- 


‘municated or described in a newspaper with- 


out the consent of the author. 
The newspapers are promised better pro- 


‘tection than they how enjoy. News articles 


and dispatches remain unprotected, “but 
comment, editorial, critical, and explanatory 
matter may not be copied without credit, 
even when republication is not forbidden 
expressly. Articles whose republication is 


» forbidden, other ‘than news matter in the 
strictest sense, and all scientific, technical, | 


literary, and gossipy matters, such as the 
German papers include in their “ feuille- 
tons,"’ are to enjoy the fullest security. 
->- 
The press generally favors the bill, asa 
whole, but is divided regarding two para- 
graphs, which aré novelties in copyright 
legislation here. The protection of the law 
is extended beyond the range of intellectual 


property in two important directions. 


There is to be no restriction on the pub- 
lication of laws, lawbooks, edicts, ordi- 
nances, and authoritative decisions, speeches 
before law courts or public corporations. 
So far it is satisfactory, but other official! 
writings may: not be published when pub- 
lication is forbidden or rights are reserved.

In this case pro- 


tection is extended to contents as well as to 
form.* After death the surviving wife or 


husband must be consulted. However. the 
¢ lapse of ten years after death extinguishes 


éhie-personal application of the law. Finally, 
it is weakened so far that publication is per- 
missible when ‘“ necessary to disprove an 
assertion ’’—this is certainly broad enough 
—or when sanctioned by public policy. 

It will be recalled in this connection that 
the family of Riehard Wagner were unable 
to prevent the publication of his private 
corresponcence. Although not sanctioned 
by the purpose of the copyright law, which

England's greatest heiress, the Hon. Eve- 
lina, only daughter of Lord Rothschild, has 
just become engaged to be married to a 
young, untitled officer of the Royal Horse 
Artillery, a corps which, although few peo- 
ple outside of military circles are aware 
of the fact, enjoys precedence over every 
other regiment in the British army, even 
of the Horse Guards and Foot Guards. The 
young officer's name is Clive Behrens, and 
his father is a wealthy merchant at Man- 
chester, being, like the Rothschilds, of Ger- 
man Hebrew origin. He is one of the rela- 
tively few officers of the Jewish faith in 
the British army, his branch of the Beh- 
rens family having insisted on retaining 
the faith of their fathers, as well as the 
original spelling of the name, whereas Mr. 
Alexander Berens, on marrying into the 
English aristocracy (a lady of the family of 
which Lord Galloway is the chief), aban- 
doned both the Hebrew faith and the for- 
mer spelling of the name. Mr. Alexander 
Berens is the father of the Countess of 
Cairns, who lost her husband in such a 
tragic manner, and has reéently remarried, 
and of Lady Ross, whose divorce case was 
the sensation of the London season two 
years ago. 

Lord Rothschild has only three children in 
all, two sons and this daughter who Is about 
to become Mrs. Behrens. Her fortune un- 
der the circumstances will be of the most 
colossal character, as her father is not only 
the head of the English branch of the 
Rothschilds, but likewise of the _ entire 
house, and of all its foreign ramifications, 
besides being far and away the richest mem- 
ber of the entire clan. It is probable that 
Mr. Behrens wil! now leave the army and 
join the great banking firm in St. Swithins 
Lane. 


Talking about Lord Rothschild, I wonder 
how many people there are of those who 
have recently been his guests at his town 
house in Piccadilly, and at his country 
seats of Thing and of Gunnersbury, who 
have noticed the unfinished pieces of the 
superb cornices tn the grand entrance halls. 
This is in accordance with the Hebrew 
precept which forbids any devout believer 
in the Talmud to regard his home on earth 
as anything but temporary, and, therefore, 
incomplete. -Lord Rothschild’s particular 
hobby is the Jews’ free school in the White- 
chapel district of London, which has an 
wverage daily attendance of 4,000 children, 
probably the largest roster of any school. 


‘This institution is maintained entirely by the 


peer, and is probably the only school of the 
kind where. each child is provided free of 
cost with a good breakfast of hot milk and 
bread and butter before beginning the day’s 
studies. Each pupil receives a new suit 
of clothes each year, and Lord Rothschild 
encourages thrift among the pupils by pay- 
ing them an interest of 10 per cent per an- 
num on whatever money they are able to 
Save or earn and to put by. A number, 
therefore, of the children who are being 
educated by charity can boast of banking 
at Rothschilds. 


-@- 

Talking of the number of Jewish officers 
in the English army—that ts to say, officers 
professing their ancestral faith—there are 
only about 130 in the three branches of the 
army—that is to say, the regular forces, the 
militia, and the volunteers. Sevéral of them 
have attained the rank of Colonel. France, 
in spite of the agitation against Dreyfus, has 
some three hundred Jewish officers, compris- 
ing Brigadier Generals and even Generals 
of Division. In Italy it ig a Jew of the name 
of Ottolenghi who, as Lieutenant Genera] 
and a favorite aide-de-camp of King Hum- 
bert, commands the fortress and garrison of 
Turin, the old capital of the Kingdom of 
Piedmont. Owing to its proximity to the 
French frontier it is regarded as one of the 
most important commands of the Itallan 
army. General Ottolenghi was also for a 
time military governor to the Crown Prince 
of Italy. 

In Austria, where aristocratic prejudices 

against the Hebrews are supposed to be 


Stronger than anywhere else in the old 


world, there are no less than 2,000 officers 
professing the Jewish faith serving in the 
army. One of them, Major General Von 


Porges, has just been appointed to the com- 


mand of the fortress of Przemysl, which, 
owing to the position which it occupies on 
the Russian frontier of Austria, may be said 
to constitute the most important of all the 
keys tothe dualempire. When, a short time 
ago, the old Grand Duke Michel of Russia 


celebrated the fiftieth anniversary of his 


entrance into the army, a deputation of the 
officers of the Austrian regiment of which 
he is Colonel! in Chief proceeded to St. Peters- 
burg, by orders of Francis Joseph, in order 
to convey to him the congratulations of the 
Austrian army. At the head of the deputa- 
tion was the commanding officer of the regi- 
ment, Colonel Baron von SchweitZer, a pro- 


-fessing Jew, and before returning to Vienna 


he was accorded the honor ofa private audi- 
ence by the Czar, who conferred upon hima 
high Russian order. 


Probabiy one of the most distinguished 
Jewish officers in the Austrian army is old 


General Baron von Ejiss, for a number of 


years the commanding officer of the Brunn > 
garrison. He is a particular favorite of the 
Emperor, and his breast is covered with 
orders, chief among which is the great 


gold medal for conspicuous and extraor- 


dinary gallantry on the battlefield. This 
grand old officer was slated for the cross 
of the Order of Maria ‘Theresa, only granted 
for some altogether extraordinary feat of 
daring in war. It is the loftiest military dis- 
tinction in the old world, and the rarety with 
which it is conferred may be gathered from 
the fact that today there are but six of- 
ficers of the Austrian army whose breasts 
are adorned with this most highly prizea 
decoration. 

Unfortunately the statutes of this order, 
which was founded by the great Empress 
Maria Theresa, restricts its membership to 
Christians, and General von Eiss was in- 
formed that having been elected by the 
chapter of the order on the proposal of 
the Emperor, the decoration would be con- 
ferred upon him if he would consent to be- 
come a convert to Christianity. Called upon 
to thus choose between the grandest prize 
of the military profession and apostasy, the 
gallant old soldier preferred to sacrifice the 
distinction rather than to sacrifice his re- 
ligion,gnd there is not an officer in the whole 
Au n army who does not honor him 
for his loyalty to his creed. For they all 
know ‘as military men what it must have 
cost him to forgo the cross of Maria Theresa 
that was within his grasp. 


The disgraceful mobbing to which thé 
Prince of Wales was subjected a few Sun- 
days ago when passing through Boulter’s 
lock in the launch of Lord and Lady Alling- 
ton, with whom he was staying at their 
place on the Thames, has caused the public 
henceforth to be barred from the paths and 
footways on either side of the lock. This will 


be a source of relief to many others besides | 


the Prince of Wales. For on Saturday and 
Sunday afternoons when the lock would be 
crowded with launches and boats of every 
description passing up or down the river the_ 
walls of the lock on either side would be 
lined a dozen deep by toughs and roughs, 
both of the male and female persuasion, who 
would indulge in ribald, insulting, and often 
revoltingly indecent remarks at the expense 
of the people in the boats below, who 
were compelled to sit there and submit to it 
all until the gates at one end or the other 
of the lock were op¢ned. Inasmuch as there 
are sometimes as many as fifteen hundred to 
two thousand boats that pass through the 
lock of a Sunday it is only surprising that 
the measure just adopted should not have’ 
been put in force a long time ago.

“Can you frown down a social custom 
and dare the displeasure of Mrs. Grundy? 
Can you*refuse a style of dress that is 
meretricious, that sacrifices womanly deli- 
cacy and modesty?” 

Answering these queries, the Rev. Frank 
G. Tyrrell of the First Christian Church 
said last night in his sermon: 

“There are but two characters in the 
world, the child of God and the child or 
the devil. When the children of these two 
families are in ordinary health they are 
easily distinguished. A child of God is not 
a gloomy ascetic; black is not the color 
of heaven. Nor isthe a mere church mem- 
ber and church-goer; nor yet simply a man 
of culture. ‘All that glitters is not gold.’ 
All that shines, and gratifies, and evokes 
admiration and wins renown, is not of God; 
much of it is of the devil. The only proof 
of regeneration the critical world will ac- 
cept is a godlike character. The child ought 
to bear some resemblance to his parent. 

‘The child of God does not commit sin. 
The world waits for the sinless life. John 
declares, ‘ Whosoever is begotten of God 
doeth no sin.’ Sis in a Christian indicates 
the survival of unregeneracy., But some 
sins are profttable; they promise? handsome 
dividends. Men are seeking not prophets, 
but profits. THe child of God ‘ doeth no 
sin,’ not even for profits. There are fash- 
lonable sins: 

** Negative and colorless morality is not 
enough. Robust righteousness is sadly lack- * 
ing. We must transfer the beatitudes from 
precept to practice; from sagacious utter- 
ance to triumphant action. Christian men’s 
failure to do this encourages iniquity. Juries 
are bribed, Legislatures deJauched, incom- 
petency and corruption are enthroned. Then 
comes the rape of the municipality, the al- 
ternate extortion and connivance of the 
tax-gatherer, the frauds of the school book 
trust, the criminal carelessness of the Health 
department, the increase of the death rate. 
Then saloons multiply, crime _ increases, 
thuggery becomes rampant; graveyards and 
jails are enlarged and new colonies planted 
in hell. 

“Wake up the mighty men! The child 

of God must live a life of strenuous oppo- 
sition to all forms of unrighteousness. The” 
spirit of audacious righteousness among the 
children of God will introduce the millen- 
nium and make the darkest corners of this 
devil-ridden world paradisical. 
‘The child of God is a lover of men. The 
kingdom of God on earth is but the com- 
monwealth of man. Enter into tender sym- 
pathy with men in their sorrows and strug- 
gles and you will begin to understand John 
and Jesus in their ceaseless iteration of the 
duty of love.”’

TIGHTNESS IN MARKET PASSING AS 
SWIFTLY AS IT CAME. 


Gold Supply Just Now Naturally Forms 


Basis of All Estimates—Nearness of 
Holiday Season and Demands from 
France Have Quieting Effect—Euro- 
pean Crop Reports Show Promise 
-of Giving America Command—Rail- 
road Trading Dull.

London, July 30.—As swiftly as it arose 

the tightness in the money market seems to 


' be passing.away. Early this week it ap- 


’ peared probable the Bank of England could 


maintain its hold over the market, and Stock 
Exchange loans to end in August were 
rarely granted under 4 per cent and often 444 
per cent. Discount, too, kept firm at 3% to 
3% per cent, but all the time the market was 
being undermined. The bank suddenly 
ceased to secure any portion of the current 


- business whether in advances or discounts, 


and, although the leasing bill brokers con- 
tinue to quote their foteign customers high 


_ yates, the above named tendency to sink 


under 8% per cent was evident. Short loan 
money, too, has fallen in price in spite of 
the nearness of the end of the month, until 
2% per cent is the best rate obtainable for 
loans into August. Day money is often no 
better: than 2 per cent. Why this sudden 
change? The causes are various, the inflow 
of gold is small but steady and has not put 
in enough new credit and generating power. 
In the open market it may have much in-. 
fluence, but it does operate as a cheapener. 


French Money Comes In. 
The ominous state of affairs in France 
likewise helps by sending French money 


‘here for investment, and for the last ten 


gays French bankers have been buying 
bills in London well below the bank rate. 
But the most potent and depressing in- 
fluence of all lies with the Bank of England. 
It screwed rates by temporarily borrowing 
large amounts from other banks or from the 
market. This creates a passing stringency 
which draws in money from all quarters, 
and then when the bank repays these ad- 
vances it causes a flood of credit greater 
than ever. Should the bank tale back its 
consols next week, money is bound to be 


- cheap, as the government is also paying out

cash heavily. Next week also the holiday 
season definitely commences, and the prom- 
ise therefore is easy money until September.

‘Future Logically Doubtful. 
What the future of our market and, some- 
hat, that of all markets may be after 
August depends on the influx of gold more 
than on any other influence. Trade in this 
country continues good, but especially in- 
ternal trade, and thus far no important labor 
disputes have arisen to mar the prospect. 
The people and the government are both 
pleased with themselves and are all spend- 
ing money jovially. A few years ago the 
announcement that an addition of £6,000,000 
was wanted for naval work, making about

|! FALL BUSINESS PROMISES To EXCEED 


THAT OF LAST SPRING. 
Year 1899 to Be a Record-Breaker if 
Conditions Continue Satistactory— 
Increased Volume Sf Business Is 
Shown in Bank Clearings—Specula- 
tive Business Shows a Decline—In- 
crease in Interest Rates Probable— 
Wheat Active at Higher Prices. _

The year 1899 promises to be notable in 
many ways. It has been, up to the present 
time, one of the most prosperous years 
in the history of the country, and there 
seems to be no doubt of a continuance of 
the present satisfactory conditions through 
the remainder of the year. One of the prin- 
cipal points which make the year noticea- 
ble has been the absence of the usual period 
of summer dullness. In past years the 
months of June, July, and August have 
seen a serious curtailing of trade and man- 
ufacturing, which has resulted in many 
factories having to be closed down, and in 
a general period of depression, which has 
not always ended with the coming of Sep- 
tember and the opening of fall trade. So 
far this year there has been no marked 
falling off in the trade of the country. Prac- 
tically every line reports a period of busi- 
ness prosperity which is unexampled for the 
season of the year. That it will continue 
through the summer seems now to be prac- 
tically assured. Already the first evidences 
of fall trade have begun to be felt, and 
wholesale houses are anticipating a trade 
which will exceed even that of the spring, 
which, in turn, exceeded that of any recent 
period in the history of the country. | 
The record of bank clearings is not al- 
ways a sure test of business condition, but it | 
gives perhaps as fair an idea of general 
conditions as any statistics which can be 
obtained outside of the record of the foreign

There is said to be a large num- 
ber of people who have given discretionary 
orders to brokers for the purchase of the 
better classes of securities on any break. 

If.the prices which were made on securities 
two months ago were reasonable there is 
no present occasion for declines in values. 
The principal trading is being done In rail- 
road stocks and the securities of the in- 
dustrial incorporations.

Many consumers and intermediate 
dealers, who months aga bought on the 
then prevailing low range, are getting out 
of material and are perforce obliged to enter 
the market for good round lots or go out of 
business. They seem to be taking the view 
that values may rise to still higher levels 
and are accordingly buying in considerable 
quantities. In some lines makers are will- 
ing to sell for deliveries six months hence 
on a lower basis than the goods can now be 
bought for. Thus tank plates cannot be 
bought for early delivery much if any under 
8c.

It may be some 
thought about justice or charity or social 
order or education, or any of the things that 
concern the higher life of man. Bu: when 
you touch the man on that point, you find 
he is alive all over. It is his Nving creed. 

“A living creed is a creed embodied ina 
life. The highest kind of knowledge, the 
spiritual knowledge of God, cannot be ex- 
pressed in words. Hence the failure of our 
creeds. But it can be expressed in life. 
When God wished to speak to men, he did 
not put forth a creed; he put forth a man. 
And that man so expressed the truth of God 
in his life and personality that men have 
called him the word made flesh. | 

“The task of every Christian is to be- 
come in this sense a living creed. A higher 
work of art than that of him who carves in 
marble or paints on canvas is that of him 
who fashions his own soul until it becomes 
an image of God's love, God’s justice, God’s 
patience, God’s sincerity. That man need 
make no other confession of faith than his 
own character. He is a living creed.”’ 


COMMON ERRORS IN FAITH. 


G. D. Cleworth Preaches on Mistakes 
About Religion—Importance 
of Attention. 


Dr. Boyle of Colorado Springs, Colo., 
called meditation the “iost art of modern 
religious life’’ In @ sermon preached at 
the Forty-first Street Presbyterian Church 
last evening. He said: 

** Every life that is based on deep principle 
tends to isolation. Not to stern separation 
from the world, such as monasticism pre- 
scribed in earlier centuries, but to such 
aloneness as will enable the soul to lift from 
its material prison walls and see through 
the skylights of faith to heaven. Life is 
ordained to secure the best results in char- 
acter, and he who fails to connect God with 
daily life knows but little of its spiritual 
uses. Environment is a small matter indeed 
to him who entemples the Almighty. The 
perfect poise of a compléte faith enables 
its possessor to have inward, peace amid 
outward unrest. 
‘* We must see life from the divine point 
-of view before we can make It an ascension 
to God. Weare unconsciously being trans- 
formed into the image of our prevailing ~ 
thoughts. In our reading it is necessary to 
carefully discriminate. Mental elevation 
amid material pursuit Joes not necessarily 
encourage aimless reverie. This is only the 
vagrancy of thought. It serves to emanci- 
pate thought from lower levels to the nobler 
and the eternal. If we fail to realize our 
ideal in the Christ life we can at least 
idealize the real by keeping it in touch with 
him who glorified all life’s work by having 
part in it. We have more to do with heaven 
as a state than a place. To be heavenly- 
minded is life and peace or the way to 
heaven.” 


SERMON BY DR. S. F. SCOVEL. 


Ex-President of Wooster University 
Occupies the Pulpit of Crerar 
Chapel—Faults and Faith. 


Preaching on ‘‘Some Common Mistakes 
About Religion,”’ the Rev. G. D. Cleworth at 
the Ada Street Methodist Episcopal Church, | 
said yesterday: 

** Mistakes about religion would be fewer 
did men give it more attention. Let them 
give it the thought that they give their 
daily work, or show the interest in it that 
they do in party politics, or in their Satur- 
day afternoon amusements, and there would 
be vastly more intelligence on the sub- 
ject. 

“It is a mistake to suppose that religion 
is a system of spiritual fire insurance. The 
grand purpose of Christ in dying for us 
was not to save us from a burning lake, 
but to save his people from their sins. Sin 
is the cause of all disease, all crime, all 
cruelty, all dishonesty. Sin is the *‘ mother 
of all abominations.’ Jesus would set his 
people free from sin and put within them 
a psalm of praise to him who Its the fountain 
of all goodness, beauty, and truth. 

“It is a mistake to say that religion is 
a matter of mere forms and ceremonies. 
These are useful, as the husk is to the 
corn, the shell to the nut, or the scaf- 
fold to the rising wall. ‘ The kingdom of 
God is not meat and drink. It is righteous- 
ness, peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost.’ 

“It is a mistake to say that religion is 
not practical—that it is a kind of spiritual 
opium eating which, by creating pleasant 
dreams of a future life, dissipates the energy 
that should be expended in bettering our 
present condition. Suppose that men would 
carry out the teaching of the sermon on the 
mount, would not this world be a happier 
place? Are all ministers and churches in- 
different to the struggles between capital 
and labor? Have not the ‘teachings of 
religion given wings and feet to the largest 
and tenderest charities?’’ 


KEEPS ITS SECOND JUBILEE. 


Union Christian Church Celebrates an 
Anniversary—The Rev. J. H. O. 
Smith’s Sermon. 


The Rev. 8. F. Scovel, late President of 
Wooster University, delivered the sermon 
at Crerar Chapel yesterday morning. He 


said: 

“The words of our Lord, ‘Rejoice that 
your names are written in heaven,’ to his 
disciples constitute a pledge to all Christians 
—to those of the present time as well as to 
those of the primitive church. We are as 
sure that the names of the faithful are 
written in heaven as were his disciples at 
the time that our Lord uttered them. The 
Christians of today are as the Christians 
of old. They have their faults as well as 
did the disciples, but to them there is always 
a ray of hope. That hope is sweeter to them 
than any consolation that can be given by 
human beings, for when they gather around 
the bier of their dead it is with the hope 
that they will meet again. 

“In.the last week we have seen the grief 
that was occasioned by the death of a prom- 
inent agnostic. To the loved ones who 
mourned for him-there was no ray of hope. 
They had no reason ta believe that they 
would meet again. They wer®é not assured 
of immortal life. To us, as Christians, it is 
a joy to have our names written in heaven, 
for know that we are then the creditors 
of God; that we are the joint inheritors 
with Jesus Christ of hiskingdom. We know 
that we are unworthy, but we feel that God 
ean overlook our faults when there is re- 
pentance, as he overlooked the faults of his 
disciples.”’

Bruce Brown Says Truth Itself Can 
Save Without a Bishop’s 
; Blessing.

‘“‘A siege in war is the same as a trust in 
commercialism. Selfishness is the underly- 
ing principle of every trust, clerical or com- 
mercial, and this dominant trait of the hu- 
man race has not been entirely eradicated 
even in. the church, for the best of men are 
only men at best. A striking feature of 
every religiom has been the assumption of 
certain classes or class of the exclusive 
right of bestowing the favors of God. Christ 
proposed to break down all Tines of caste 
and class, and although not of the family of 
Abraham he became the high priest of the 
new order, and chose his apostles from out- 
side the priestly class. 
‘Holy orders will not suffice for holy 
living. Apostolic succession and ordination 
transmitted from Paul or Peter without rea- 
son:can never convince the minds of think- 
ing men, but truth itself can save without 
a Bishop’s blessing. All the land is now held 
in private ownership, and we have to pay 
for water in Chicago, but God has never 
given a quit claim deed to the territory of 
the kingdom of heaven to any ecclesiastical 
corporation, and the Water of life is flowing 
free. No man, however humble, needs any 
mortal to stand as an advocate between him 
and his God.”’ 


BRINGING WILLIAM OTT’S BODY. 


Remains Will Arrive from Ashland 
This Afternoon for Interment 
at Oakw 


The body of William C\ Ott, the Chicago 
lumberman who was drowned in a storm off 
Ashland, Wis., on Friday, will arrive in the 
city at 2 p. m. today and will be taken to 
the late residence at 5146 Jefferson avenue. | 
The arrangements for the funeral have not 
been completed, but it probably will take 
place on Tuesday afternoon. Interment will 
be at Oakwoods. 

William C. Ott was one of the most prom- 
inent lumber dealers in Chicago, having been 
engaged in that business since 1862. He was 
also one of the old residents of Hyde Park, 
having lived at 5146 Jefferson avenue for 
over twenty years. He was born in Fred- 
erick, Md., in 1837. He attended Frederick 
University and was a schoolmate of Rear 
Admiral Schley, who was one of his warm 
friends. It was the intention of his parents 
that he should enter the ministry, and he 
was educated with that end in view. He 
was a professor in Frederick University at 
}one time. He came to Chicago in 1862, and 
for several years was a lumber i . 
Afterwards he engaged in the lumber com- 
mission business and was one of the large 
dealérs in the city. In 1889 he became the 
Chicago agent for the Shores Lumber com- 
pany and retained his connection with that 
firm until a year-ago, when he formed a 
partnership and entered the business for 
himself. The Wiggins & Ott Lumber com- 
pany, the name of the new firm, was a Chi- 
cago concern until two months ago, when 
business necessities caused its removal to 
Ashland, Wis., where Mr. Ott has resided 
since: that time. The accident which oc- 
casioned the death of Mr. Ott occurred of 
Friday evening. Mr. Ott, accompanied by 
Mrs. and Miss Boynton of Ashland, rela- 
tives of his, started out in a yacht against 
the persuasions of the Captain of the vessel, 
who told them that the weather was threat- 
ening. They had got but one-half mile from 
the shore when the boat ca The 
bodies of Miss Boynton and Mr’ were 
recovered; that of Mrs. Boynton is stil] in 
the bay. Mr. Ott was married tn 1862 and 
his widow survives him. He also leaves four 
children, William H. Ott, Mrs. Iva L. Be- 
— Mrs. Bessie Cameron, and Miss Minnie

Mrs. A. P. Stevens of Hull House delivered 
an address in All Souls’ Church yesterday 
morning on the “ Children of the State.” 
Her subject was principaiiy on the prospects 
of a truant school for Chicago and the work- 
ings of the newly-formed court for the cor- 
rection of juvenile offenders. She said: 

“It is much better that the boys and 
youths should be educated in the public 
achools by compulsory learning than that 
they should grow up to be criminals. 
Wholesome treatment of mind, soul, and 
body, with such recreation as baseba!!, foot- 
ball, military drill, and proper discipline, 
will make wage-earners out of boys who 
would go to ruin on the streets if left to 
themselves. For a teacher to tell a boy she 
will suspend him or send him home is noth= 
ing more or less than to turn him out on the 
streets where he is longing to go. 

“All children, in my opinion, should be 
taken from all poor houses at an early age 
and brought up by adoption or any other re- 
spectable way, lest by their heritage they 
become a line of paupers. Money spent in 
the beginning does better work than that 
spent in the end taking care of broken-down 
wrecks. The juvenile court seems to meet a 
long-felt want.”’

Quarantines Established and 
Only One New Case of 
the Malady Develops 

During the Day. 


HOPE TO PREVENTSPREAD 


Officials Believe the Dread Dis- 
ease Can Be Confined to the 
Soldiers’ Home at 
Hampton. 


GERMSIMPORTED FROMCUBA 


‘Hampton, Va., July 31.—[Special.]—The 
record of the yellow fever at the Soldiers’ 
Home here today has been one death and no 
new cases. There are thirty-two still suffer- 


- ing with the disease. 


-The most thorough investigation has failed 
to reveal a trace of the fever outside of the 
home. The authorities are reticent about 
the number of inmates who have died of the 
scourge since the beginning of the outbreak, 
‘nut there are fotirteen graves in the cemetery 
which have been thade since Friday last. 

Efforts to prevent the spread of the disease 
have been going on all day with the utmost 
energy, and hope is expressed that the mal- 
ady will be confined to the home. The hos- 
pital at the Soldiers’ Home has been placed 
in charge of specialists from the national 
marine service who came today from Wash- 
ington, and the quarantine has been tight- 
ened vigorously. 

No train has been permitted to enter since 
Sunday morning, and all traffic by water 
has also been cut off. No mails have been 
received today. 

The people are badly frightened and have 


- been fleeing as rapidly as possible: Since 


Sunday, when the discovery of the,disease 
first became generally known, more than 
3,000 have left this place and Old Point Com- 
fort, and many will leave tomorrow if they 
are permitted to do so. : 


Famine a Possibility. 

Added to the’ fear of fever is that of 
famine, as every way in which food could 
be brought into the town has been cut 
off. Unless there is a change in the situa- 
tion soon much stffering must result. 

Late this afternoon a self-appointed guard 
of fifteen Hamptonians with Winchester 
rifles nt to the home to assist in enforc- 
ing the quarantine regulations. ;

There @ no longer any outlet for the 
people Ying in Hampton, Pheebus, Old 
Point, d Elizabeth City, and Warwick 
County, as Newport News has established a 
strict quarantine against Hampton. Nocars 
are allowed to enter from this city. 

Three score special policemen have been 
sworn in at Newport News to do picket 
duty on-the city boundary, allowing no per- 
ton to enter the city. The Chesapeake and 
Ohio railroad now starts and stops all of 
its trains at Newport News, and the only 
Outlet for the people of the entire Virginia 
Peninsula is over that line to Richmond and 
the North. 

Richmond has quarantined against Hamp- 
ton and Phebus, but not against Newport 
News, as the health authorities there have 
taken hold of the situation with determina- 
tion and are working hand in hand with the 
Marine Hospital Corps. 
| The C. and O. tugs have been placed at the 
disposal of Newport News for water police 
patrol, and no vessel from Old Point, 

_H*mpton, or Phebus, large or small, is per- 
mitted to get near shore. Norfolk and 
Portsmouth‘ will not permit vessels from 
Newport News to land passengers other 
than those who come through from the north 
or west by train. 

Dr. Wasdin of the marine hospital service 
is in charge of affairs at Hampton, and is 
working in co}peration with the local boards 
of health. He has strengthened the cordon 
about the Town of Phebus, which he re- 
ports is in bad sanitary condition. 


Day Brings Encouragement. 

The fact tliat only one new case appeared 
today is encouraging to the officials here, 
who are taking every measure to preyent a 
epread of the disease. 

The officials feel that the fact tha: the 
affected locality is in the hands of the gov- 
ernment and under one management will be 
of great vaive in dealing with the scourge 
and enable betier results to be obtained than 
where epidemics break out in commercia!

Dr: VW asdin’s official report of his exam!- 
nation of existing conditions at the Soldiers’ 
Home was forwarded to Dr. Wyman at 
Vashington today. It is datéd yesterday 
and notes the fact that the doctor has seen 
all the cases of suspected disease at the 


home. 


History of the Contagion. 

He sums up the history of the contagion as 
follows: 

“Early in July an ‘old soldier’ entered 
the home fof a short rest and soon after- 
‘Ward appeared at the dispensary, where he 
informed the physician in charge that he was 
but recently from Santiago, via a transport 
to. a Northern port; thence he started for 
Manila via San Francisco, beat his way to 
the home on a freight train. and entered 
with his baggage. He complained of dumb 
chills and fever and was prescribed for. He 
mingled freely with the inmates of the home 
@nd a short time ago disappeared. 

“From this as a probable cause the out 

is as follows: . 
“Preceding Friday, the 2ist inst., there 
thad been noticed nothing of a suspicious 
nature. The weekly death rate was as usual.

There is no fear that the fever will invade 
this city. No precaution has been over- 
logked by the local health officials in their 
efforts to keep out the disease. / 

Steamers that stopped at’ Newport News 
and those that took on passengers at Old 
Point were not allowed to tie up at Norfolk 
today. . 

A fleet of seven tugs has been chartered 
to patrol the fourteen miles of water be- 
tween Norfolk and the Soldiers’ Home, and 
the Norfolk river front is constantl~ guard- 
ed by policemen, while a guard from the 
navy yard is stationed at the Naval Hospi- 
tal, to prevent the landing of small boats 
containing refugees from the peninsula. 

The city is inexcellent sanitary condition, 
and all that skill can avail will be done to 
prevent the introduciion of the fever.

FEAR FEVER AT THE CAPITAL. 


Washington Takes Steps to Keep the 
Malady from Entering the City 
from Hampton. 


Grave apprehension exists in local and offi- 
cial circles lest yellow fever should break 
out here. This uneasiness is caused by the 
outbreak of that dread malady in the 
Soldiers’ Home at Hampton, Va. 

Several times today rumors gained cur- 
rency that a number of cases had appeared 
here, and it was said that a prisoner at the 
police court was suffering with a pronounced 
attack. Fortunately, these rumors proved 


the timid ones. 

Hampton is only 200 miles from Washing- 
ton, and as there is considerable traffic, both 
by boat and railroad, it ts feared that the 
disease may gain a footing here cially 
as it has existed at Hampton torfibre than 
a weék and hu s of persons have passed 
to and fro between the two cities. This, 
too, had its effect, and as there was an un- 
usual number of departures of officials and 
others whose business did not detain them 
here, it is believed that the yellow fever 
scare had something to do with the exodus. 

Precautions are being taken to prevent the 
spread of the disease t this city, all incom- 
ing trains and boats being carefully exam- 
ined, and all suspected persons will be re- 
fused admission here or sent to the pest- 
house. If the situation becomes more alarm- 
ing a strict quarantine will be established 
against Hampton, Norfolk, Newport News, 
and other points likely to become affected 


Sternberg to Fight Fever. | 

Surgeon General Wyman of the mariné hos- 
pital service, Surgeon General Sternberg, 
and Secretary Alger held a conference this 
morning and perfected preliminary plans to 
prevent the spread of the disease. Surgeon 
General Wyman will leave for Hampton in 
a day or two, and General Sternberg, who 
is recognized as a yellow fever expert, will 
soon follow him. 

A large number of excursionisis, some of 
‘whom, it is said, visited Hampton, arrived 
from Old Point Comfort this morning, and 
if it were not for the excellent sanitary 
condition of this city it would be feared a 
serious epidemic might prevail here. But 
as the sanitary condition of Washington is 
not excelled by any city in the world, it is 
believe this may in a great measure mini- 
mize the danger. 

Surgeons of both the army and the marine 
hospital service have been sent to the home 
where the disease now exists. Dr. White 
will take control of the hospital, and the 
policy in handling the disease will depend 
upon developments. It is believed that the 
old soldiers who have not been stricken with 
the disease will be removed from the home. 
Already orders have been given for the re- 
moval of the troops at Fortress Monroe to a 
point on the north Atlantic coast to be deter- 
mined by General Merritt. It will be neces- 
sary to charter special vessels for this pur- 
pose, as the regular steamship lines have 
declined to transport the soldiers. The 
monitors Puritan and Terror, now at Nor- 
folk navy yard, will be removed for the 
safety of the crews.

REPLY TO CRITICS 


DEFENDS ‘HIMSELF AGAINST AC- 
CUSATIONS IN LONDON. 


Statement Confined to Army Appoint- 
ments and Expenditure of Money— 
Only @ Few Cavalry Officers and En- 
gineers Chosen by Himself—Upholds 


Responsibility of State Officials—In- 
vites Inspection of Expense Records. 


Washington, D. C., July 31.—[Special.]— 
On the eve of his retirement from office 
Secretary Alger has given out a signed 
statement concerning himself and his ad- 
ministration of the War department, which 
is looked upon as conservative both as re- 
gards himself and President McKinley. 

It had been the Secretary's intention to 
leave the Cabinet without any formal utter- 
ance, but the attack of the London Times, 
accusing him of making incompetent ap- 
pointments and squandering large sums of 


matters. General Aiger’s statement is con- 
fined to these two topics, and transporta- 
lion, beef, camp, and other scandals are 
ignored. | 

Secretary Alger assumes the entire re- 
sponsibility for the appointment of the of- 
ficers of the three cavalry regiments, in- 
‘cluding the Rough Riders, and expresses 
satisfaction at the servicés rendered by 
them. 
.For all other army appointmpnts Gen- 
eral Alger places the responsiblity upon 
President McKinley, but at the same time 
defends the President from the charge 
that incompetents from civil life were given 
office. | 
Text of Alger’s Statement. 

There is no trace of resentment or biltcr- 

ness in General Alger’s statement, and he 
simply defends himself against the xttacks 
of the foreign press. General Alger refrains 
from criticism and his statement is consid- 
ered a frank, manly, and dignified one. He 
says: 
“7 am led to make the following state- 
ments on account of the many critic‘sms 
which have been made by the public press 
and especially on account of a recent article 
which appeared in the London Times, con- 
taining assertions which have no foundation 
in truth. ay] 

“At the commencement of the war with 
Spain, and for several years prior to that 
time, the regular army consisted of only 
25,000 men, with the minimum number of 
officers prescribed by law. The situation can 
be partially appreciated when it is remem- 
hered that within sixty days from the decla- 
ration of war the strength of the army was 
increased to 275,000 and everything for the

Responsibility of States. .

Rush for Appointments. 


. * For a little over 1,000 appointments made 
by the President the number of applicants 
was over 25,000, and each application was 
accompanied by a certificate of his ability, 
and in most instances the military service, 
either in the regular army or a State organ- 
ization, and not infrequently in both. Cer- 
tificates showed that each one was as well 
qualified for the position he sought and to 
which he was appointed as could be possible 
for men in civil life in this country. Of the 
number appointed there were, for instance, 
twenty-six Major Generals, of whom nine- 
teen were taken from the reguiar army and 
seven from civil life. Of these seven all 
but one were graduates of West Point Mili- 
tary Academy, and all had distinguished 
themselves in command during the civil 
war. Of Brigadier Generals there were 102 
appointed, 66 from the regular army and 36 
from civil life. Those from civil life had all 
seen service during the civil war or on our 
Western frontier, and all had proven them- 
welves competent to command. 

“It has been stated and repeated many 
times that the Secretary of War made these 


appointments, when the truth is that few 


were made upon his recommendation, al- 
though he caused the entire list, with the 
recommendations, to be compiled and placed 
before the President for his selection.

No better, no more loyal, or more patriotic 
set of men as a whole ever served their 
country, and their appointments were 4 
credit not only to the appointing power but 
to the country they served.

LAVA DIVERTED FROM HILO. 


Flow of Mauna Loa Changes Its Course 
and the Danger to the Hawaiian |

Honolulu, July 23, via San Francisco, Cal., 
July 31.—The etream of lava which was 
flowing from Mauna Loa toward the Town 
of Hilo, and threatening its destruction, 
was on July 18 diverted in its course so that 
the danger is greatly lessened. 

Some time during the night the first part 
of the stream, flowing eastward, broke 
through its bank, about half way from its 
source to where it turned northward, and 
formed a new channel running northward 
down the mountain parallel with the old 
channel, but further west. 

This is carrying the lava less directly to- 
wards Hilo, and keeping it nearer the ridge 
which divides it from the slope off in the 
direction of the Kohala coast.

MANY KILLED BY YAQUIS 


MEXICAN INDIANS TAKE WAR- 
PATH IN DEADLY EARNEST. 


Courter Reaches Ortiz with News of a 
Cenflict in Which Several *‘Ameri- 

~ @ans and Mexicans Were Killed and 
It Is Reported General Torres Is 
Among the Slain—Settlers Fleeing 
to the Guarded Towns—War of Ex- 
termination Probable. 


— 


Ortiz, Mexico, July 31.—[Special.J—Any 
doubt that the Yaquis are on the warpath in 
deadly earnest was dispelled today when 
news reached here that many Americans 
and Mexicans have been killed.in pueblos or 
towns in the Yaqui River Valley, east and 
southeast of this station. 

Fifty killed, Indians, Mexicans, and Amer- 
icans, is an estimate of the casualties. It is 
reported that General Torres. in command of 
the Mexican troops, is among the slain, but 
this is unverified. 

The courier who brings the news declares 
that he saw a desperate fight at a point forty 
miles southeast of Ortiz, and that J: F. Rem- 
ley, a merchant of Hermosillo, and E. Miller, 
a photographer in his employ, were among 
the killed. 

Remley is one of the best known Ameri- 
cans in Sonora. He has lived here twelve 
years, and was formerly agent for Wells- 
Fargo at Hermosillo. His mother, sister, 
and other relatives live in Missourl. ~~ |’. 


State of Terror Prevails. 

Inhabitants of the towns in and near the 

Yaqui Valley are in a state of terror, and 
many are deserting homes and + mining 
camps and fleeing to the guarded settle- 
ments for safety. 
_. General Torres, commander of the first 
military zone, which includes the States of 
Sonora, Sinaloa, and Lower California, is 
in the field with the Twelfth Regiment and 
has ordered troops from the various gen- 
darmoria in his district. 

Colonel Kosterlitzky, formerly of the 
United States army: and now commanding 
at Magdalena, 225 miles from the scene of 
the disturbances, is expected to reinforce 
General Torres in a day or two. with a bat- 
talion. Troops age being mobilized at all 
central points. 

No information is obtainable as yet of the 
number of fighting Indidns under arms, but 
» if the outbreak is of the proportions of the 
war ended in 1897 the number may be placed 
at between 3,000 and 4,000. ‘ 

This does not represent their total fight- 
ing strength. The Yaquis never send their 
entire forces into the fleld. One-half their 
number is kept at work in the cities and 
towns and thgir earnings are sent to the 
fighters. ° This method has been pursued in 
every campaign for the last fifty years. 


Outbreak a Surprise. 

This outbreak is a surprise to State and 
army officials. When the Yaquis at Torin, 
their capital, signed a perpetual treaty with 
General Torres two years ago last May and 
surrendered their arms to him they were 
given several hundred square mils of rich 
land in the lower Yaqui River Valley to be 
theirs and their children’s forever if they 
remained at peace. At the same time the 
General warned them that to dig up the 
hatchet would mean not only confiscation 
of this land but a war of extermination, 

‘Terres is not a man to breok duplicity 
end it. may be expected that he wiil-show 
the Indians no quérter. They: te 
fighters, however, are superior .in bravery 
and marksmanship to the average Mexican, 
and maintain that the territory they inhabit 
was a legacy from their forefathers long be- 
fore the present race of Mexicans claimed it.

The pension allowance will be based upon 
length of service and the average wages re- 
ceived by the employé during such service.
